PENNSYLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 
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Hovsr or RepresenraTives, Marcu 14, 


Report of the Committee of Ways and Means, relative to 
the Financial concerns of the State. 


Mr. Cunningham, from the committce of ways 
and means, to whom was referred so much of 
the Governor’s message as relates to the finan- 
cial concerns of the state, and other subjects 
connected with said finances, made 

REPORT: - 

That an examination of the financial concerns 
of the commonwealth enables them to present 
the following results: 

By the report of the Auditor General, it ap- 
pears that the receipts into the treasury, in the 
last fiscal year, including a balance of $167,897 
remaining on the first day of December, 1827, 
amounted to $3,297,867 97 1-2, and that the 
expenditures within the same period were 
$3,107,552 51, leaving a balance in the trea- 
sury on the first day of December, 1828, of 
$189,815 46 1-2. It is estimated by the same 
officer, that the state of the treasury on the first 
day of December next, will exhibit a balance of 
$145,615 46, after meeting all the demands of 
the current fiscal year. 

From these simple statements, it is obvious 
that the resources of the commonwealth, so far 
as they relate to the ordinary operations of go- 
vernment, are ina flourishing condition; and (hat 
with a view to those objects, nothing is required 
of the committee or the legislature. 

The extensive system of interna! improvement 
in which the commonwealth has embarked, has 
created new wants, and given to a portion of 
the revenue anew direction. To ascertain the 
probable extent of those wants, and the means 
by which they are to be supplied, has been an 
important part of the business of the committee; 
and to the result of their inquiries they invite the 
most serious attention. 

From the estimate made by the committee on 
inland navigation and internal improvement, it 
appears that provision should be made for the 
expenditure of $3,200,000 upon the Pennsylva- 
nia canal and railway within the ensuing year, 
in addition to the sums already appropriated by 
law. They name that asthe largest sum which 
can probably be required, though the actual ex- 
penditure may fall short of that sum by some 
hundred thousand dollars, But as a just economy 
demands the completion of the works already 
under contract at the earliest possible period, 1n 
order that they may become productive of reve- 
nue, it has seemed advisable te the committee 
to adopt as their basis.of calculation, a sum cer- 
tainly sufficient, in any contingency which can

The committe take it for granted, 
that the receipts from the various sources ol 
revenue, within the present year, will in no wise 
decrease below those of the last year. 

A comparison of the receipts from the several 
subjects of revenue for the last four years, exhi- 
bits the most gratafyng results, and encourages 
the committee to believe that a corresponding 
increase within the preseat year may be confi- 


of interest; and in that case, should the ordinary 
revenues of the commonwealth for the present 
year exhibit an increrse corresponding to that of 
the year preceding, there will remain in the trea- 
sury of the comMonwealth on the 30th Novem- 
ber, 1829, a balance of abote $193,000, instead 
of $145,615, as estimated in the report of 
the Auditor General; and such balance will be 
at the disposal of the legislature, for meeting the 
interest of future loans. 

The committee have endeavoured to show, 
that the present resources of the commonwealth, 
in the most unfavorable circumstances which 
can possibly arise, are equal to the payment of 
interest on the proposed loan of $3,200,000 with- 
out any additional taxation at this session of the 
legislature; and should those calculations which 
are justified by all fermer experience, prove to 
be correct, a large balance must remain after 
meeting the necessities of the present year. 





dently reed upoa. The receipts from public 
lands in the year 1827 exceeded those of the 
year 1825 by $52,018 94; shewing, thus, an 
average annual increase of $17,339 64. In the 
year 1828 the increase was $21,741 74; and it 
is thence inferred that at Jeast $20,000 more 
will be received from the public lands within 
the present year than were derived from that 
sourse in the yeaF 1824. 
The amount received from auction duties and 
commissions in the year 1827, exceeded that of 
the year 1825 by $83,389 53; so that the ave- 
rage annual increase has been $11,129 S84. The 
quarter ending the 23th day of February, 1829, 
exceeds the corresponding quarter, of last year, 
by $5,449 17, without taking into the calcula- 
tion the amount die for that quarter by some 
auctioneers, from whom no statement has been 
received of the sum due by them for the last 
quarter. It is therefore safe to estimate the ex- 
cess of auction duties for the present year, above 
those of last vear, at $12,000. 
The annual incomegerived from turnpike and 
bridge stock owned by the state has beea in- 
creased within the last year about $4,000. As 
the debts due by the several companies are gra- 
duallly paying off; and asa great amount of 
travelling and tansportation has been and will 
continue to be caused by the wants of the works 
constructing by the state, it is deemed fair to es- 
timate the increase of revenue from this source, 
within the present year, at $4,000. ‘ 
The increase of the tax on retailers of foreign 
merchandise last sear was $12,614 95; of the 
tax on tavern license, $6,000; of the tax on col- 
lateral inheritances, $4,000 ;—in all, $22,614 94. 
As the tax on collateral inheritances has not 
yet gone into full operation, several years being 
frequently required for the settlement of estates. 
it may be expected to increase in a very large 
ratio. The committee believe it safe to estimate 
the increased receipts from these three sources 
at $24,000. 
It appears, theg, that should the receipts of 
the commonwealth, for the present year, be 
equal only to those of the last year, they will 
furnish mipans for defraying all the ordinary ex- 
penses ofthe govetament; of paying the iaterest 
ofall leatfS for canal and tail road el- 
ready contraeted, and of a loan ef $3,200,000 
proposed now by the committee on inland naviga- 
tion and ihternal improvement, and yet leave a 
balance of $56,735 46. But should the revenue 
of the commonwealth continue to increase in a 
ratio, which by the experience of the last four 
years, they are warranted to calculate on, there 
will remain a surplus of $112,735 46. 


The committee are led to believe, from all 
the inquiries they have made on the subject, that 
much of this increase to which they have allud- 
ed may fairly be attributed to the great public 
works in which the commonwealth is engaged; 
and that thus, those improvements, even before 
they have been used for the purposes of trans- 
portation, are made, in part, to meet the expense 
of theiy construction. 

The retailers and tavern tax—the auction du- 
ties—the payments for public lands, and the in- 
come of turnpike and bridge stock, must be im- 
mediately dependant upon the activity of our in- 
terior trade, the abundance of a circulating me- 
dium, and the demand for labor and for agricul- 
tural produce. Upon all these causes, the exe- 
cution of the canals and rail roads, by giving 
employment, at a fair rate of compensation, to 
great numbers of our own citizens, and by in- 
troducing many others from a distance, who 
must purchase here all the necessaries of life, 
has produced, and will continue to exert a pow- 
erful and favorable influence. 


The Committee, in examining the resources of 
the commonwealh, for the coming year, and the 
means of meeting the interest of loans, have ta- 
ken it for granted that a portion of the reveque, 
not regularly applicable to that purpose, must 
be transferred from the treasury of the common- 
wealth to that of the internal improvement fund. 
Upon this supposition, they have shown that no 
inconvenience will be created, but that on the 
contrary a iarge balance will still remain for 
other purposes of the governinent. It is, how- 
ever, byno means certain that any such demand 
upon the ordinary revenues will be necessary.— 
It is more than probable that two sources of in- 
come, not yet referred to, and which belong ex- 
clusively to the fund for the payment of inter- 
est, will meet the deficiency heretofore stated as 
likely to occur, and thus leave untouched the 
large balance which the treasury accounts are 
expected to exhibit oi the 30th of November 
next. 

It is confidently believed that 24 miles of 
the Pennsylvania canal, from the mouth of the 
Juniata to Middletown, and 80 miles of the 
western division, from Blairsville to Pittsburgh, 
will be in active operation for the whole of the 
present season. It is also expected, that by 
the month of August the navigation will have 
extended up the Juniata to Lewistown, 45 miles; 
and up the Susquehanna to Northumberland, 41 
miles. The amount of revenue which these 
works will yield within the present year is, of 
-course, a subject of mere conjecture. The com- 
mittee, however, are decidedly of opinion that 
in estimating the nett receipts from this quarter 
at $35,000, they not only keep within the lim- 
its of safe calculation, but that they fall greatly 
below it. 

A further resource for the payment of interest 
is found in the premium which may be expected 
upon the contemplated loan of $3,200,000. The | 
committee are aware that no such premium was | 
obtained on the Joan recently -effected; but 
they are clearly ef opinion, after careful in- 
quiry, that this failure may be traced to an 


! 
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effecting transfers of stock, rather than a 
want of credit in the commonwealth. This | 
error they have endeavoured to correct in the 
bill accompanying this report, and they camcot 
but hope that the change will prove salutary.— 
Should a premium amounting to one andan half 
per cent. only be obtained, that sum, with the 
estimated receipts from the finished canals, will 
make up the whole deficiency in the means of

| (he works to completion with the utmost vigor 


—and those who have been alarmed by the 
prospect of taxation, or have apprehended 
that the state was embarking in the system of 
iaternal improvement beyond her means, will 
titd a sure ground of consolation. 

The committee are of opinion, that the expe- 
rience of another year will suggest important 
changes in the revenue system of the common- 
wealth. It is now the fact, that the funds devo- 
ted to the ordinary expenses of government 
greatly exceed the regular demands upon the 
treasury. while those applicable to the payment 
of canal loans, fall considerably short, thus ren- 
dering a transfer necessary from the excess of 
the one to meet the deficiencies of the other. 
All these sources of income are in a train of 
regular and rapid increase—an increase which 
this year’s experience may enable us to calcu- 
late with additional certainty. It may then be 
advisable, as it is ascertained that a certain tax 
or any fixed portion of it,’ is not necessary for 
the ordinary purposes of government, to vest 
the excess permanently in the fund for the pay- 
ment of interest. By these means, and by the 
aid of the tolls, which, after the present year, 
must inevitably arise from the finished canals, it 
is confidently believed, that ample provision 
may be made for the proposed extension of the 
several lines of canals and railways, without a 
resurt to taxation of any kind; and certainly 
without the necessity of imposing any tax of a 
burdensome nature. 

In the view which the committee have taken 
of the finances of the commonwealth, as con- 
nected with the system of internal improve- 
ment, they have contined their investigation to 
the ability of the revenue of the state to furnish 
the means of paying the interest on the loans to 
be contracted by the state, to construct the va- 
rious lines of canals and railways contemplated 
by the bill reported by the committee on inland 
navigation and internal improvement. 


The system of internal improvement has been 
adopted by the legislature, as your committee 
believe, on a confident expectation and well 
founded calculation, that the public works, 
when constracted, will yield an interest on the 
expenditure, and a surplus fund-adequate to she 
extinguishment of the debt contracted for their 
construction. The experiment has already been 
fairly tested; and the developments of that ex- 
periment establish beyond doubt, the fact, that 
a canal under favourable circumstances will pay 
the cost of its construction. The New York 
canals, constructed at an average cost of 
$25,000 per mile, have for some time yielded, 
not only an interest on the expenditure, but a 
large surplus fund to be applied to the extin- 
guishmeut of the canal debt. The partial ope- 
rations of the Schuylkill navigation and Union 
canal exhibit the mast flattering demonstrations 
in favour of the samme result in thisstate. With 
agricultural products equal, if not greater; with 
mjneral wealth, exhaustless in almost every va- 
riety, and a climate more favourable to canal 
navigation, it cannot be doubted, but that the 
revenues of the canals in this statg will greatly 
exceed those of the state of New York. With 
this assurance, nothing is leftto hazard; and 
with the certain demonstration that the works 
tobe constructed will ulynately pay the cost of 
their construction, every inducement is present- 
ed to persevere ina system of internal improve- 
ment, which will give to the state a power and 
wealth limited only by her physical capacities. 
Indeed, in the opinion of your commit:ee, a per- 
severance in the system of canal policy, to the 
extent recognized in former acts of the legisla- 
ture, is not only justified by prudential conside- 
rations, but is demanded as a measure of de- 
fence. On one side, the state of New York, 
with the experience of the great advantages of 
her canals already constructed, is now extend- 
ing ramifications of them in every direction 
of her own territory, and even into this state. 
On the other side, the state of Ohio, still in in- 
fancy, is projecting and rapidly completing her 
canals on an extended scale;—and the state of j 
Maryland is no less zealous in the cause of in-* 
ternal improvement, 4 

‘Vo keep pace with the improvements made by 
neighbouring states, is imposed on this state as 
a measure of defence: All that Pennsylvania 
has to do to maintain her superiority, is to avail 
herself of the superior advantages of geogra- 
phical position, of climate, of agricultural and 
mineral wealth, by affording the means of their 
developement. 

In the relative situation of the states, and from 
their political connexions, the policy adopted by 
any one of them must necessarily exercise a 
sensible influence on the others. The system of 
internal improvement would now appear to be 
the fixed and settled policy of all the states; and 
if the system adopted in this state is more ex- 
tended than in others, the cause isto be refer- 
red to the natural advantages enjoyed by the 
state for improved inland navigation, which jus- 
tify the employment of means commensurate 
with the magnitude of the object to be realized. 

As intimately connected with the fiscal con- 
cerns of the commonwealth, in relation to the 
system of the canal policy of the state, the sub- 
ject of future loans to prosecute the public 
works, invites the serious attention of the legis- 
lature. The experience of the Jast two years 
has sufficiently demonstrated the defects of the 
present system of making loans, and calls loudly 
for the adoption of a remedy. 

The distance of the seat of government from 
the place where the great monied transactions 
are conducted, and the manner of advertising 
the loans, operate very disadvantageously to the

bank. Your committee have been satisfa 
informed, that the bank has affotded the 
important aid in the various loans negociated by 
the state, and in the advancement of instalments 
essential to carry on the works of internal im. 
provement; and has thus lived up to the spi. 
rit and intention of its charter; one object of 
which, as declared in its preamble, was ‘“‘ te 
promote the regular, permanent, and succese< 
ful operation of the finances of this state.** 

To sustain and support an institution in which 
the state has so deep an interest, is at all times 
a duty imposed on the legislature, as the guar< 
dian of the public weal; and to afford it new 
every possible advantage would appear to be « 
measure dictated by a proper regard for the best 
interests of the state. The charter of the bank 
will soon expire, and the time ie drawing nigh, 
if not now hihi, when its charter is to oo 
newed. In the opinion of your committee, the 
magnitude of the interest of the state in the 
bank, and the extended scale of the financial 
concerns of the commonwealth, would render 
desirable some arrangement on the subject, if 
practicable, by which the interest of the bank 
and state may be mutually promoted. 

The report of the Auditor General, made at 
this sessioh of the legislature, exhibits a state- 
ment of stocks held by the commonwealth, and 
of appropriations and loans remaining unpaid o@ 
the Ist day of December, 1628. Your commit- 
tee, therefore, do not deem any further exposi- 
tion necessary. Their mvestigations have beed 
contined to the ability of the revenues of thé 
commonwealth to meet the interest om foans 
contracted, and those contemplated to prosecute 
the public works. And if the views submitted 
by them are correct, in their opinion, the atate 
of the finances of the commonwealth fully justi- 
ties the expenditure, for the ensuing year, recom- 
mended by the commitjee on intend navigetion 
end internal improvement. 2

The circumstances we shall give as they were 
communicated to us by one of the parties, and 
we shall leave the reader to draw his own in- 
ferences. In 1822 John Boyle (our informant,) 
now settied ia this town ( Paisley,) was employed 
as e@ labourer in the improvements then making 
on the Caltoa-hill. He lodged in the Canon- 

te along with two of his countrymen, named 
fr. y and M‘Call. On the night of the 25th 
of mber he and his comrades left their lod- 

ings, after supper, at nine o'clock, to take a 

sirall t the streets; and, directing their 
steps tow the Castle-hill, they lingered there 
till about half-past eleven o'clock. On their 
‘way home they were followed by a welledressed 
man, apparently flustered with drink, who ac- 
costed them, opposite the Lawnmarket, with,— 
“Weil, my lads, is there nothing going to-night?"’ 
Boyle was behind his two companions, and, 
anxious to get soon home, told him that they 
were not inclined to drink, nor had they any 
money. The siranger insisted that they should 
taste with him. It was Christmas—every body 
was merry—and as for money he had plenty; at 
the same time showing them a handful of silver. 
Boyle declined his offered civility, saying that 
all the shops were shut; but the stranger re- 
plied, ‘* Never fear, come with me, I'll find out 
4 place.”’ 

The other two;lads, tempted by this generosity 
on the part of the stranger, consented to 
accompany him, and Boyle reluctantly fol- 
lowed, not wishing to part company. They pro-

behind the stranger and the other 
two Inds, had formed a notion, from various cir- 
euowtaices in his conduct, that his typsyness 
was auch more in seeming than in reality, and, 
‘not knowing why be should affect drunkenness, 
becamie a little uneasy. The stranger, on this, 
insisted thet they should not go, for he knew a 
house which would be open; and accordingly 
led them down a narrow close on the south side 
of the street. Almost mid-way the stranger 
spepee opposite what appeared to be the door 
the cellar, and taking a key out of his pocket, 
opened the door and desired them to walk in. 
Boyle, whose suspicious were roused before, 
became now still more satisfied in his own mind 
that their conductor’s intoxication was feigned, 
from the dexterity with which he applied the 
key to the door and opened it. He was alarm- 
ed, too, at the unusualness of a person opening 
a dram-shop at that time of the night, |.aving 
the key of it in his pocket. The celler had two 
steps of descent in the outside of the door, and 
three other steps in the inside. Boyle’s com- 
panions went in without hesitation; and no 
sooner had they gone down than the stranger 
pulled the key out of the lock on the outside, 
and put it into the lock on the inside, and hold- 
ing it with one hand, stepped in himself and de- 
sired le to make haste and come in too.— 
Boyle hia head in, and, to his surprise, saw 
nothing bat a Vaulted cellar, without the least 
vestige of furniture, or an appearance of its be- 
ing a spirit cellar. At the farther extremity 
stood a candle or lamp, which only served to 
render the darkness visible. Alarmed at the 
deathlike stiliness and desolate look of the place, 
and still more by what he had observed regard- 
ing the door, he peremptorily refused to ad- 
vance further. The stranger insisted that he 
should come in, and at length made a rush on 
him, and caught hold of his collar to drag him 
in. Boyle, rendered desperate, freed himself 
with @ jerk from his grasp, and, with one blow, 
well planted on his forehead, felled him to the 
gtgund. The person fell fiat on his back into 
this dungeon, and the noise of the fall rever- 
berating through it was speedily succecded by 
the hurried trampling of feet from a remote cor- 
ner, and in an instant six or eight men ftitted 
pest the light at the far end, and rushed towards 


«the door. Boyle and his two friends immedi- | 


ately fled, and succeeded in regaining the street, 
moras bee hard followed a short way up the 
elose by their putevers. Next morning they ex- 
amined the close, and came to the place where 
a scene had occurred. They found 
three or four doors all nearly alike on the right 
hand side of the close; but learned that none of 
them were either change-houses or spirit-cellars. 
The events of that night made a deep impres- 
sion on thelr minds, and they believed that they 
had made a most providential escape from mur- 
der—a belief which recent events has tended to 
confrm. Boyle can yet point out the close and 
the range of cellars to which they were led on 
Christmas 1822; and an inquiry of who and by 
whom these cellars were tenanted in that year 
may lead to discoveries as pregnant with hor- 
tors as the precognitions in the West Port have 


brought to hight.

“From and after the first day of May next, 
all loaf-bread made for sale within the Common- 
wealth, shall be sold by the pound avoirdupois, 
and every baker or other person, offering the 
same for sale, shall keep at his or her house, or 
at such other place at which he or she shall at 
any time offer or ex for sale any such bread, 

cient scales and weights lawfully regulated, 
for the purpose of weighing the same; and if any 
baker or other person shall, from and after the 
first day of May next, sell or offer for sale, any 
loaf-bread, in any other manner, the contract 
respecting the same shall be void; and the per- 
son offending against this act shall, on convic- 
tion, forfeit and pay the sum of ten dollars for 
every such offence, one half to the use of the 
informer, and the other half to the use of this 
Commonwealth; and it shall be the especial 
duty of the clerk of the market, in any place 
where such officer is appointed, to discover and 
prosecute all persons offending against this act.’’ 

That this A omnes for want of declaring speci- 
fically the weight at which bread should be sold, 
has been wholly inoperative; as it is obvious that 
every possibie variety of weight, at every possi- 
ble variety of price, might be regarded as coming 
within the meaning of the act, and as ‘‘sold by 
weight.’’ 

That for want of some legal regulation on the 
subject, the commerce in bread is carried on with 
great irregularity, there being differences in the 
weight of loaves sold by different bakers at the 
same price, equal to 15, and even 20 per cent. 

That it is the custom of the bakers of this city 
to sell bread by the dozen loaves to the huck- 
sters, by whom the poor are generally supplied, 
and that although the total weight of their dozen 
is generally the same, the number of loaves dif- 
fers from 13 to 15 or 16, each loaf, nevertheless, 
being sold at the same price. 

That this state of things appears to your me- 
morialists to require legisiative interference and 
regulation, and they conceive that most of the 
evils of the present mode of managing this busi- 
ness, would be removed by a law obliging 
Bakers to bake their loaves of a certain specific 
weight, say one pound, two pounds, three 
pounds, &c. 

They therefore respectfully request that a law 
to this effect, and providing adequate penalties 
for transgression, may be passed by your ho- 
nourable bodies.

WALNUT STREET THEATRE. 

Last evening another stage struck hero made 
his debut, being the fourth within a week; each 
no doubt, fully expecting to surpass all predeces- 
sors. In this, perhaps, there is nothing unrea- 
sonable; nothing, at least, is more universal.— 
Who, in any art or science, is modest enough to 
rate his professional brother as highly as him- 
self? Does not Mr. A. teach, in a month, what 
others have failed to communicate in years? 
Does not Mr. B’s. panacea cure where others 
kill? Does not Mr. C. extract a tooth ten times 
as delightfully as his neighbour over the way? 
And is there a fourth rate comedian, on any 
stage in the country, who would not undertake, 
if the manager would give him fair play, to teach 
Woop how the Copper Captain should be 
acted, or if his talent lay in another direction, 
tu beat Warren all hollow in Falstaff and 
Colonel Oldboy? Three of the four have cho- 
sen to figure in tragedy, following a propensity 
almost universal among young aspirants to his- 
trionic honours. In public estimation a tragic 
actor is generally rated above the most accom- 
plished comedian; probably because he speaks 
blank verse and wears fine clothes, advantages 
which comedy is too frequently obliged to dis- 
pense with. But, besides these, there are other 
reasons why a novice may attempt the buskin 
with less danger than the sock. The defects of 
a bad figure are concealed by the cloak and 
scarf, and more effectually still by the toga. If 
his gait be naturally awkward and his deport- 
ment slovenly, he may brace himself up, end 
his stiffness will pass for stateliness. Monoto- 
nous and pompous declamation is not always ea- 
sily distingeished from the true tragic elocution. 
Vulgar familiarity of tone and manner will often 
go down as a genuine touch of nature; and a 
rant is peculiarly unfortunate if it be not raptu- 
rous received as the true sublime. 

The defects of a performer in genteel comedy 
are easily detected by even the common observer. 
His dress is usually modern; his language, and 
the scenes in which he is engaged on the stage, 
not very different from those with which the 
audience are familiar. Any uncouthness of 
manner—the least formality of speech—is offen- 
sive; and the slightest flagging of the spirits, is 
sure to be perceived. That the difficulties which 
the comedian has to contend with are by far the 
most formidable may be inferred from the fact 
that, during the many years in which our stage 
has been overrun with tragedians, such as Kean, 
Boorn, Conway, Macreapy, and Forrest, 
Woop has been left without a rival in Belcour, 
Marplot, Joseph Surface, Michael Perez, 
Marlow, Don Feliz, and a long list of other 
first rate parts. Wattacx’s Benedick is al- 
most a solitary exception. The case is similar 
in England. Lewis was long supreme in come- 
dy; and he has been long dead, without a suc- 
cessor. 

But it is time to return to the hero of last 
evening. His choice of Virginius was certainly 
a proof of courage, if not a symptom of discre- 
tion. He labours under the same defect with him 
who played Tell the other evening;—a weak 
voice, apparently incapable of sufficient exer- 
tion. I could say more, but am unwilling to lose 
the reputation, which I must have established 
among the theatrical corps, of being the best 
natured critic that ever wrote for pay. The 
other parts were caet as before, and well acted, 
with one exception. Mrs. Sticxnrry was very 
impressive in Servia, which she always acts 
well. In the farce, as well as the tragedy, her 
performance was materially aided by her looks 
and dress. ; 

Certain critics, I am infotmed, have found fault 
with me for saying, of a former representation of 
Virginius, that the best’ performance in the 
piece was Miss Wanimwo’s. To criticise a 
eritic is unpardonable; and I beg leave to assure 
these gentlemen, who, I doubt not, will take my 
word for it, that they know nothing about the 
matter—a short and easy way of settling a con-

The able and encouraging report, made 
by Mr. Cunxryenam, Chairman of the 
Committee of Ways and Means, on the 
14th instant, will be read with pleasure by 
all who feel interested in the financial pros- 
perity of the Commonwealth, and in the 
successful prosecution of the extensive 
scheme of internal improvement which she 
has adopted. We are glad to have an offi- 
cial and authentic statement of our Ways 
and Mrans, which ought to convince even 
the croakers that the Internal Improvements 
now in progress can and will, in all proba- 
bility, be completed, without the necessity 
of resorting to any additional taxation.— 
No one, we presume, will consider the Com- 
mittee too sanguine in assuming that, during 
the current,year, there will be, at least, no 
falling off in the aggregate produce of the 
revenue; and, upon this assumption alone, 
the Treasury will be in ample funds to de- 
fray the expenses of Government, and in- 
terest on loans made and to be made, down 
toa period subsequent to tliat when the 
Commonwealth must be amply relieved by 
the revenue arising from the works which 
she is carrying on. 

The Committee expect that at least 
$35,000 will be received from tolls on the 
Canals, during the ensuing season; and we 
cannot but think this a very moderate esti- 
mate. That would indeed be an unprofita- 
ble investment, which, in the fourth summer, 
should not yield $35,000, in return for an 
expenditure of three years in time and three 
millions in money. 

As to thé estiinated increase in the pro- 
duce of certain branches of the revenue, 
we should be inclined to dissent from the 
conclusions arrived at by the Committee. 

Thus, in their speculations on the reccipts 
from public lands, the Committee do not ob- 
serve that the pressure of the act of 1826 
occasioned the excess in these receipts in 
the subsequent years. That aeg has pro- 
bably produced nearly its full @@fect; and, 
even if no change in the law should be 
made, it would be unsafe to calculate on 
the receipts from this souree being much 
more than maintained at their present 
amount. But, if the bill on this subject, 
now before the Legislature, should pass, a 
material deficiency may be looked for. An 
increase of $20,000 in ‘hisitem, as estimat- 
ed by the Committee, i3 beyond the bounds 
of probability. 

The Committee say,—“ The amount re- 
ceived from auction duties and commissions, 
in the year 1827, exceeded that of the 
year 1825 by $33,389 33: so that the ave- 
rage annual increase has been $11,129 84. 
The quarter ending the 28th day of Februa- 
ry 1829 exceeds the corresponding quarter 
of last year by $5,449 17;” and they esti- 
mate the increase in the present year at 
$12,000. The Committee omit to mention 
that, by the act passed in 1825-6, the duties 
on sales at auction were increased 50 per 
cent, from and after the first of May 1826; 
that, in consequence of this, the receipts 
for commissions and duties, in 1826, ex- 
ceeded those in 1825 by 34,549 39; and 
that, as the receipts, in 127, exceeded those 
in 1825 by only $33,389 33, there was an 


venue. 

In 1825 the auction commissions pro- 
duced $19,100—duties (one per cent,) 
$75,870 67—total $94,970 67. In 1826 
the auction commissions produced $20,700 
—the duties (one and a half per cent after 
the first of May,) $108,820 06—total 
$129,520 06. In 1827, the commissions 
and duties (one and a half per cent during 
the whole year) yielded $128,360. 

Here is no ground for stating an “ ave- 
rage annual increase.” ‘The amount was 
swelled, in 1826, by the imposition of an 
additional tax. The produce of the auction 
duties and commissions, in 1827, was less 
than in 1826. If the amount of sales at 
auction, in 1827, had been but - equal to 
that in 1825, the duties alone would havé 
yielded $113,806, which, with the sums 
paid for commissions, would have made five 
orsix thousand dollars more than the actual 
receipts in 1827. What weré the aggre- 
gate receipts for the last yeat (1828) the 
Committee do not inform us, but state that 
the first quarter of the present year “ex- 
ceeds the corresponding quarter of the last 
year by $5,449 17.”

A resolution moved by Mr. Crorrrr, at 
the meeting recently held in Liverpoot, for 
the purpose of considering the best means 
of removing the restrictions on commercial 
intercourse with Cutna and the East Iy- 
DIES, is in these words :—* That it appears 
from official returns, that in the year 1814 
there were exported to India 604,800 yards 
of printed calicoes, and 213,408 yards of 
plain calicoes ; while in 1827 the export 
of printed calicoes was 14,362,551 yards, 
and of plain 19,932,580; the increase 
in the export of plain calicoes, the descrip- 
tion commonly worn by the natives, being 
93 fold ;—that, of cotton twist, so late as 
1823, the export to India was only 121,500 
Ibs. weight, while in 1827 the export was 
3,063,968 Ibs. weight, and has since been 
progressively increasing. ‘That in metals, 
hardware, earthenware, and many other 
goods, an immense increase of our export 
has also taken place. ‘That in the year 
1819, the settlement of Singapore, at that 
time resoried to chiefly by pirates, was taken 
possession of by the British governmeut, 
and made a free port, and in 1827, its im- 
port trade amounted to 13,387,185 Sicca 
Rupees, with a corresponding export: thus 
shewing the extensive benefits to be derived 
from a free commercial intercourse, and 
altogether affording a greatly increased and 
increasing field of einployment for British 
shipping.”

PIRACIES. 

Accounts from Key West of the 28th ult. 
state that at the request of Mr. Rodney, our 
commercial agent at Havana, the French 
Consul had promised every aid in his power 
in ordering convoys for American vessels ; 
and that the French brig Beausis was pre- 
paring for that purpose. It is also stated, 
that Com. Laborde has informed the Com- 
mercial agent at Havana, that 5 or 6 of the 
Spanish Squadron will immediately put to 
sea, and will protect such American vessels 
as may be placed under thew care. Two 
English schooners have arrived. 

The Captain of the vessel which brings 
the above information, states that on his way 
from Havana, he saw two British armed 
schooners, having in company a piratical 
vessel, supposed to be the one referred to. 

The Nassau Royal Gazette of the 24th 
January says, information not to be doubted 
has been received there of a schooner called 
the Mulatte, which had been engaged in the 
African slave trade, having not long since 
been carried away, and was lately cruizing 
as a pirate, between San Nicholas and Key 
Sal Bank, and according to report, captured 
a Hamburg or German vessel, principally 
laden with dry goods, and it is feared her 
crew was put to death. There was also 
cruizing in the same neighbourhood a small 
schooner with 14 or 15 men, which boarded 
one of the traders between Havana and the 
adjacent ports. At Cay de Cruz, castward 
of Cayo Romano, there is a gang of pirates 
supposed to number 25 or 30 men, who are 
said to have captured one or two small ves- 
sels belonging to Nassau. 








THE LATE PIRACIES. 
Extract of a letter from an officer om beard the U.S 
sloop of War Ene, dated Mantanzas, March 5. 

** We left Pensacola on a short cruise of ob- 
servation on the 20th February, with the inten- 
tion of returning thither in a few weeks, on ac- 
count of the trial of the Federal requiring our 
presence. Batlling winds procrastinated our ar- 
rival at Key West till the last day of the month, 
when the news of the late barbarous piracies had 
arrived only a fewshours before from the Hava- 
na. Nota moment was lost in getting under 
weigh; and on reaching the Moro Castle, our 
boat was despatched imto the harbor, to of- 
fer convoy to any of our merchantmen, and ob- 
tain all the information necessary to enable us 
to plan an expedition with the fairest hopes of 
success. 

‘* We anchored here (Mantanzas) this after- 
noon having selected this port as the most con- 
venient to start our boats to examine closely the 
Keys where the pirates usually rendezvous. A 
party of about 50 of our choice men, under the 
command of officers eager for distinction, left 
the ship silently after dark, and proceeded to the 
beastward, favoured with a smooth sea and clear 
star light. May success attend their efforts, for 
the sake of outraged humanity, and of the gal- 
lant fellows who compose the party. 

‘* The pirate is a resident of this place, where 
his vessel a schooner of 70 tons, carrying two 

uns and 50 men was fitted out. He carries on 

is face the scar of a wound received in a des- 
perate rencontre with the boats of Com. Porter’s 
squadron a few years since, in which his brother 
the famous Diableto was killed. 

** Should our boats luckily fall in with him, 
we all feel assured of his capture, which will 
immediately put a stop to any farther depreda- 
tions from these lawless freebooters. The ship 
in the mean time will be actively engaged in the 
duty of convoying our merchantmen from the 
Havana and Mantanzas, and will not leave the 
station unprotected till relieved by other crui- 
ters. You may look for the earliest intelligence 
connected with the issue of our expedition, the 
return of which is not looked for in less than ten 
or fifteen days.’’ 





The last Richmond Whig, says:—‘‘Letters 
have been received from Mr. John Lewis, form- 
erly of this city, dated Monrovia, Jan. 6th, 1829, 
post marked Pensacola—confirming the Bristol 
account of the death of the Rev. Lott Carey, 
with seven others, by the blowing up of the ma- 
gazine. No particulars are given, except that 
Thos. Tompkins, son of the late Hembro Tomp- 
kins of this city, was one of them. ‘Ihey state 
that Doctor Randall the new agent, had arrived 
—‘‘and was received with all the honor our 
people could confer on a mortal.’’

Collections of foub matter when suffered to 
remain between the teeth, is often very destructive, 
and to prevent the disease from proceeding further, we 
make an immediate separation of the teeth by a thin flat 
file. By this process the teeth are saved, or at the 
worst, they last longer than they would, if the file had 
pot been ased. 

Page 113. The teeth which are intended by nature to 
he’ permanent having made their appearance, require 
the assiduous attention of the parent, until the faculties 
of the child are sufficiently matured to enable him to at- 
tend to the task himself. The importance of attention 
to the teeth should be inculeated with his earliest lessons, 
and an impression thereby made that will not be forgot- 
ten in manhood, and which will secure to him a sound 
sett of teeth, until, with the body, they decay-in the 
grave.
